3 . According to the management however the present re 
ference is not maintainable us the concerned workmen are not 
workmen in a mine and there is no relationship of employer 
and employee between them .

Dhanbad in a similar cave held that 
It Waterman is a workmun in a mine , Fiom a perusal of that 
a Witrd it will appear that the workman of that case was en 
ynged in supplying drinking walcc at different working points 
of the mine. The supply of drinking water at different points 
in a minc will certainly be deemed to be a work connected 
with and incidental to the maining Operation and hence the 
said workman was rightly held to be it workmau in a mine. 
But the facts of the present case is quite different and so 
the said award is not helpful to the concerned workmen in 
any way . I have already mentioned that the matter would 
have becn quite different if the concerned workmen would 
have been supplying water in the mine itself. In that case 
they would have been decmed to be a workman in a mine 
and they would have been entitled to get Category I as 
claimed by them . But the concerned workmen are supplying 
water at the residence of the employees and this work can 
not be said to be incidental to or connected with the opera . 
tion of the mine , 


9 . On the above facts and circumstances it is held that the 
concerned workmen are not workmen in a mine and hence 
their demand for regularising them in Category I is not justified 
and in the result the concerned workmen are not entitled to 
any relief .

So far as 
they are concerned , it will be treated as no dispute .
